Hi Jessie- 

I haven't actually spoken with Rebecca about this yet, but from what I've gathered from her email, the case against^^^^^^^fon 
Wednesday may be dependent upon the results of his trial on Tuesday. Is this correct? I'm just wondering as I feel I should let a 
couple of other ADAs (in Springfield and Northampton) know what may be happening as I am on call for their cases on Wednesday 
as well.
